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stores a unit display data of a part of said single display data, and wherein said unit display 
data is written to each of said plurality of pixels, and wherein a plurality of said unit 
display data are read from said plurality of memory cells in a first order are written to said 
picture displaying unit as a first predetermined frame and said plurality of said unit 
display data are read from said, plurality of memory cells in at least one second order and 
written to said picture displaying unit as at least one second predetermined frame said first 
predetermined frame and said at least one second predetermined frame are displayed as 
different images by writing the unit display data to the picture displaying unit in said first 
order and said at least one second order.
